A GAME REFUGE FOR MT. 
SAN JACINTO 


By Francis M. Fultz 





A proposition for the establish- 
ment of a game refuge on Mt. 
San Jacinto will come before the 
California legislature at the ap- 
proaching session. It should re- 
ceive the cordial and active sup- 
port of all lovers of wild life— 
and of all real sportsmen as well. 

I am thoroughly familiar with 
the region of the proposed game 
refuge, and from. personal obser- 
ation know there is urgent neces- 
sity of protection being extended 
tg its wild life, especially to the 
deer, which, through the annual 
slaughter of the. butks, are fast, 
approaching extermination. 

For the information of. hunters 
who may be fearful of losing 
some hunting privileges, if the 
refuge should be established, I 
wish to emphasize the fact that 
the area will cover only a small 
part of the territory in that re- 
gion which has always been con- 
sidered good “deer country,” and 
that it will really be a great gain 
~—from the hunters’ standpoint— 
in that it will furnish a protected 
breeding ground from which the 
contiguous territory will be con- 
tinually stocked. 

The region is one of great nat- 
ural heauty—not excelled in this 
respect by any spot in the south- 
ern part of the state. It is reach- 
ed only by trails and offers the 
best opportunity for establishing 
@ sanctuary where may always be 
found a bit of the charm and at- 
tractiveness that originally be- 
longed to all the mountains of 
California. ‘Within it would be 
preserved and fostered tke wild 
life of .évery sort that once was 
so gommon in our mountains, but 
auch of which has just about 
reached the vanishing point. If 
future lovers of the wild ,are to 
know what our mountains heid in 
their primitive state, we will 
have to take some action while 
we still have something upon 
which to build. And Mt. San 
Jacinto is*about all that remains 
with something of the original 
wildness, and where still persists 
enough of the native wild life, 
which, if given protection, . may 
be brought back to a state ap- 
proaching its primitive plentitude. 

This is a call for every nature- 
lover, every believer in the pro- 
t ction of our mountain life, every 
advocate of the conservation of 
our natural resources, to do some- 
thing to “show the faith that is 
in them.” Such an opportunity 
for definite action is not lkxely 
to come again soon. Chester. M.

in Superior Judge Charles L. Al- 
lison’s court, retired for the night. 
That a compromise verdict will 
‘be reached was apparent when-the 
urors returned to the courtroom 
at 5 pm. to ask Judge Allison 
what the penalty was for second 
degree murder. The judge refus- 
ed the information and the jurors 
filed out of the court to resume 
their deliberations. 
State Seeks Death Penalty 
It was learned that in the 
wrangle among the jurymen, two 
are firm for conviction for first 
degree murder. The remaining ten 
are apparently seeking @ com- 
promise verdict of either second 
degree murder or manslaughter. 
The penalty for first degree mur- 
der is life imprisonment or death; 
for second degree, from ten years 


to life imprisonment, and man- 
slaughter, from one to ten years in 
prison. 


The jurors retired with the plea 
of District Attorney George H. 
Johnson for the death verdict ring- 
ing in their ears. The prosecutor 
closed the case for the state, at- 
tacking Briones’ self-defense plea 
and demanding that murder be de- 
terred by stern penalty. 

Briones Says He Shot in Fear 

“Bvery time a murderer sf0eS 
free; every time a murdered is not 
convicted,” shouted the prosecut- 
or, “the safety of us all is en- 
dangered just that much more.” 

Briones had testified that he 
shot Padilla through fear. As he 
left a dance hall after midnight he 
met Pafiila in the street, Briones 
said. 

“Fere’s where the devil gets 
vou.” Padilla warned, Briones said. 
Briones said he asked Padilla if 
he was drunk and told him to get 
a friend to take him home. Again 
Padilla shouted ‘“Here’s where the 
devil gets you,” according to 
Briones’ testimony, and reached 
toward his pocket as if to draw 
a knife. 

“1 drew my gun and fired,” said 
Briones. 

Claim Padilla Intoxicated 

Briones said on cross-examina- 
tion that his “pride had been 
wounded” by Padilla and that he 
feared Padilla would take his life 
if he did not fire. 

In his plea to the jury, Defense 
Counsel Albert Trujillo declared 
that Briones acted as a reasonable 
man would act, fearing an attack 
from Padilla, whom Briones said 
was intoxicated. Attorney Trujillo 
attacked the veracity of state’s 
witnesses and asked an acquittal. 

On Wednesday eye-witnesses to 
the slaying testified that Briones 
appeared to step back from Padilla 
and deliberately shoot him, down. 
The witnesses said they could see 
the attack, the night being a moon- 
nam night.

The expenditure of road 
funds in Nevada is contingent 
on the improvmg of the route. 
the Las Vegas representatives 
announced at a conference 
with the Board of Supervi- 
sors Monday. If the Arrow- 
head Trails route is improved, 
the Nevada highway bureau 
will improve the roads in Ne- 
vada connecting with the route 
in California. 

Whether the county or state 
highway commission will ap-

‘SNOWPLOWS 
ARRIVE. FOR 
BIG BEAR 


New equipment for removal of 
snow on the crest in the San Berm 
nardino Mountains has been re- 
ceived by the State Highway Com- 
mission, it was stated by W. D. 
Cook, equipment engineer. The 
equipment includes three heavy 
snow plows, one with a 10-foot 
blade to be pushed by an artillery 
tractor, and two with 8-foot blades 
to be pushed by quad trucks. 

One of the latter plows will be 
sent to Fawnskin, while the other 
two will be used on the crest. The 
plows, of the latest type, are opers 
ated from the driver’s seat, and 
can be raised and lowered and 
swung from side to side at will. 
One sweep of the blades is suf- 
ficient to clear away snow on the 
road, according to Mr. Cook. 

Cajon Pass Also Protected _ 

A plow of similar type is main- 
tained by the commission at Cajon 
Pass, which several winters ago 
was completely blocked with snow. 

Mr. Cook stated that 888 auto- 
mobiles forced their way through 
the snow on the crest on the day 
following the last heavy snow- 
fall. A-ecrew in charge of C. B. 
Boyce, maintenance foreman, has 
since then cleared the road of 
snow, making all resorts access- 
ible as far as Lake Arrowhead. 

Roads in the San Bernardino 
Mountains have been greatly im- 
proved by the snow, Mr. Boyce 
stated. Firm packed and smooth, 
they were never in better condi- 
E | tion. 

Desert Road For Big Bear 

The State Highway Commission 
maintains the Rim of the World 
drive as far as Burnt Mill. The 
one-mile stretch from. that point to 
Lake Arrowhead is maintained by 
the county, which, however, is not 
required to keep it cleared of 
snow. For that reason the Lake 
Arrowhead Chamber of Commerce 
has deposited $300 in a San Ber- 
nardino bank to the credit of the 
highway commission, which wiff 
clear away snow on the stretch 
when requested. 

‘The Rim of the World Drive 
from Burnt Mill to Big Bear Lake 
is blocked with snow, the only 
route to the latter resort being 
by way of Victorville. 
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In Emporia, Kansas, a field of 
corn this year yielded 100 bush- 
els per acre. That sounds fine, 
but if every acre planted in corn 
did that—and it would be a Lighly 
desirable thing from some points 
of view—every corn farmer would 
be headed directly for the poor 
house.

Economy and the value of busi- 
ness in government were the key- 
notes of Governor Friend W. Rich- 
ardson’s message to the 46th state 
legislature, which he read. before a 
joint session of the two houses 
at Sacramento Wednesday. 

The message, which stated that 
twelve million dollars. have been 
saved by the state ghrough econ- 
omy, was filled with instances 
whereby the state had profited 
through economy and what he 
termed a “business rather than 
& political administration.” 

In his message the governor: 

Urged ratification of the child 
labor amendment. 


Requested a reapportionment of 


Business in Government? 

During the past two years I 
have endeavored to give the peo- 
ple a business and not 2 political 
administration. Appointments have 
been made on merit and not be- 
cause of political pull. The pres- 
ent state administration has no 
political machine or political or- 
ganization. Whenever an official 
under the former administration 
was found to be doing efficient 
work he has been retained. I 
feel particularly proud of the men 
from the previous administration 
whom I have retained and of the 
new men I have inducted into of- 
fice. ‘While having no political 
organization, I have built.up 4 
business organization unequalled 
for -efficiency in the history of 
the state. Every .department of 
the state is functioning well. The 
results prove it. I have taken an 
active interest in the various _func- 
tions of government. I have vis- 
ualized myself as. business man- 
ager of the state and not as a 
political “boss” distributing pat- 
ronage to incompetent favorites, 
or a psuedo monarch | issuing il- 
legal proclamations on trivial sub- 
jects. I have attended carefully 
to state business. I have visited 
all of the various state institu- 
tions and Know of their workings. 
I have visited frequently the state 
departments in the state offices 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco 
and have conferred with the de- 
partment heads. From these in- 
spections my conclusions are that 
the machinery of the state was 
never working more efficiently or 
satisfactorily. 


Cost of Misfortunes - 

The year 1924 was a trying one 
for this state, but the farmers, 
fruit men, stockmen, resort own- 
ers, business men and citizens 
faced the various problems reso- 
lutely. Among the extraordinary 
situations which arose and which 
caused the people of the state, 
great loss were: An unusually 
dry year, an unexpected visitation 
of the foot and mouth disease, a 
few forest fires mostly in United 
States reserves, a slight shortage 
of water for irrigation, a defi- 
ciency of water power for elec- 
tric energy caused by the dry 
year, and an epidemic of some 
kind, unfortunately called a 
“plague,” and last, and more dead- 
ly than all these, the flames of

Advised the legislators to work’ 
for quality rather than quantity 
in legislation. 

Lauded the public school sys- 
tem and the University of Cali- 
fornia. 

Praised the heads of the var- 
jous state departments for “co- 
operation and efficiency.” 

He said in part: 

Economy has been the watch- 
word in state government during 
the last two calendar years. 
Every endeavor has been made 
to conduct affairs on an econom- 
fecal, efficient and businesslike 
basis. The results show that 
twelve’ million dollars haz been 
saved, as promised the people, and 
‘hat from a deficit,-when i took 
office, there is now @ surplus of 
six million dollars. The practice 
of economy has resulted in in- 
creased efficiency in the various 
state departments. Economy came 
into the management of the 
state government in 1923 as an 
unwelcome guest to the Losses 
of the old political machine and 
the spendthrifts who had for 
years kept piling higher and high- 
er the burden upon the taxpayers. 
Every inch in the progress of the 
economy campaign has been con- 
tested vigorously and viciously by 
the political bosses, their tax-eat- 
ing parasites and spendthrifts gen- 
erally. At the end of the first 
fiscal year, June 30, 1924, there 
was a large balance on hand in 
the various funds and this de- 
prived the critics of further ma- 
terial for attack. Economy has 
proved successful. All of the var- 
ious functions of the state have 
been maintained at a high state 
of efficiency and still there is a 
balance unexpended. The pro- 
gram of economy has been and 
will be continued. Your co-opera- 
tion and support at the coming 
session is earnestly desired.

The foot and mouth disease has 
cost the state and nation directly 
nearly six million dollars.

The publishers of these gutter 
journals care nothing for caustic 
criticism, but they have one vital 
organ, and that is the counting 
room. Action on this organ will 
quickly produce reform. 












Appointment of Judges 

During the past two years I 
have appointed twenty-nine judges 
which is a number unprecedented 
in the state. One of these was 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, two were associate jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, three 
were justices of Appellate courts, 
and twenty-three were judges of 
Supericr Courts of various coun- 
ties. I spent a great deal of time 
and earnest effort in making 
these appointments and have 
made them regardless of political 
or personal considerations. My 
sole desire has been to give the 
people first-class judges of the 
best legal attainments, highest 
character, and ability to work, in 
order that respect for the laws 
may be sustained. In the recent 
election, all of these judges with 
one exception were elected iby the 
people. peti © ons: 

Legislative Apportionment 

The constitution of the state 
plainly provides that the legislat- 
ure shall, at its first session after 
each census, adjust the districts 
and. reapportion the representation 
so as to preserve them as nearly 
equal in population as may be. 
This plain duty was neglected by 
the legislature in 1921. The legis- 
lature in 1928 again failed to ad- 
just the districts. I called atten 
tion to the importance of redis- 
tricting in a special message in 
ample time for the legislature of 
1923 to act. 

Quality of Legislation 

Your work as legislators will be 
judged by its quality and not by 
its quantity. For the past decade 
the statutes have been so bulky 
as to stagger even men trained 
in the law who attempt to main- 
tain familiarity with them. In

The legis- 
lator who introduces the fewest 
bills should be given the most 
credit by his constituents. 
Direct Primary Law 

The direct primary law again 
proved its value in the recent 
election. In nearly every in- 
stance the people defeated can- 
@idates for re-election to the legis- 
lature who had stood against econ- 
omy. In a general way this law 
has fully vindicated itself, having 
made it possible to elect men 
to office who are unpledged to 
political bosses or organizations. 
That the most powerful political 
machine ever known in California 
was defeated two years ago was 
due to the fact that the success- 
ful candidate for governor at that 
time had the protection of this 
statute. The direct primary law 
has also made it possible for me 
to conduct the affairs of state on 
a business basis, since under it 
no pledges to any political ma- 
chine or organization are neces- 
sary for success. While this law 
has proved its tenefits and should 
be safeguarded in all its essential 
particulars, still it may be poss- 
ible to amend it in a way that 
will improve its operation and at 
the same time protect. the people. 


Child Labor Amendment 

The child labor amendment to 
the federal constitution will, if 
ratified, permit congress to enact 
legislation to protect the children 
of the nation. While California 
has ample laws to protect all 
minors from being injured by 
hard labor and unsanitary con- 
ditions, still there are states in 
the union where the child is be- 
ing exploited for the benefit of 
industry. It must be assumed that 
congress will enact wise legisla- 
tion to carry into effect this con- 
stitutional amendment and hence 
there is little ground for the ob- 
jections that are being raised 
against this amendment. I feel 
that California must keep in the 
front rank in humane legislation 
and that this amendment should 
be ratified by your body at the 
earliest possible time. 


The Public School System 

The people have indicated their 
willingness to contribute liberally 
to the cause of education because 
it tends to promote better citizen- 
ship, but they do insist that their 
money shall be wisely expended. 
The education of the children of 
the state is a matter of most 
vital importance and California 
ranks high in educational stand- 
ards. The public school system 
of California offers as good train- 
ing to the children of the state 
as can be found anywhere in the 
nation. Education should embrace 
good morals, patriotism and thrift 
as well as book learning. The 
public schools of the state should 


be run in an efficient and econ- 
émical manner, and the voters in 


the various school districts should 
be given greater control over 
school affairs. 
Automobile Accidents 

The great increase in the num- 
ber of fatal automobile accidents 
points to the need for vigorous 
action on your part. The protec- 
tion of human life is the first 
duty of the state. The lives of 
children and old people are par- 
ticularly menaced by reckless au- 
tomobile drivers. Drivers who are 
incompetent or physically defec- 
tive should be prohibited from 
driving automobiles on the public 
highways. 

Deposits of Public Money 

The new deposit act passed in 

1923 has increased the revenues 


of the state more than one hun- 


dred thousand dollars annually. 
This act was drawn by me in 1921 
and after passing both houses of 


the legislature by nearly a unani- 


mous vote failed of executive ap- 
































geles and San Francisco, and the 
installation of a twenty-four tele- 
phone service in the Sacramento 
and Los Angeles offices, a prompt 
and effictent service has been af- 
forded the police and county offic- 
ials of the state. This modern, 
up-todate method was substituted 
for the inefficient registration list 
formerly employed and has result- 
ed in a saving to the department 
of fifty thousand dollars a year. 


There was a reduction in ex- 
penditures during the year 1923 
over. the year 1922 of twenty-five 
per cent and at the same time the 
efficiency of the department was 
increased. The legislature in 1923 
reduced the license fee on auto- 
mobiles and established a gasoline 
“ax. A complete system of reg- 
istration has been inaugurated so 
that the ownership of motor-driv- 
en vehicles may be easily and 
quickly established. This depart- 
ment has been run on a Civil ser- 
vice basis without any political 
interference whatever, and too 
much credit can not be given to 
the superintendent for his splen- 
did service at a small compensa- 
tion. ; 

University of California 

The governor is ex-officio re- 
gent of the University of Cali- 
fornia and president of the board 
of regents. I have made it a 
point to attend the sessions of 
the board and during the past two 
years I have attended practically 
every meeting, in contrast to form- 
er executives who rarely attended. 
In this way I have become fa- 
miliar with the business of this 
great educational institution and 
have obtained valuable first-hand 
information. As one-eighth of the 
net budget is expended on the uni- 
versity, it deserves the governor's 
careful attention. I must com- 
mend the members of the board of 
regents, the president of the uni- 
versity, and the university comp- 
troller for their earnest and active 
interest in the welfare of stu- 
dents who desire higher educa- 
tion. Every effort has been made 
to conduct the university on an 
economical basis and the result 
shows that the economy budget 
has not injured efficiescy in any 
manner. 

State Highway Department 

The three commissioners and 
the engineer of this department 
have done good work as is shown 
by the results. All of these ap- 
pointments were made on merit 
and without regard to politics. The 
department is now on an effic- 
iency basis and roads are being 
constructed which will stand the 
test. The commissioners are busi- 
ness men of high standing and 
character. The engineer was Se- 
lected by me solely on merit and 
has proved his worth. 

Banking Department” 

This is another function design- 
ed to protect the people. The 
banks are carefully inspected so 
that there may be no loss to the 
depositors who place their money 
in them. This. department has 
never been conducted on a higher 
plane of service and efficiency 
than during the past two years. 
The Superintendent is able, hon- 
est and courageous and has ever 
kept in mind the best interests of 
the people and the necessity for 
their protection. Substantial econ- 
omies have been effected. 

; Civil Service 

The Civil Service Department 
has never worked more efficiently 
and rendered greater service than 
during the past two years. The 
budget appropriation, while reduc- 
ed, has proved ample and the 
splendid work of the commission 
has been of great value to the 
state. This department has been 
maintained for the first time in 
its history absolutely free from 


political pressure or influence. 
Civil service, while having its de- 
fects, is vastly superior to the 
old spoils system. It is a protec- 
tion to the employees of the state. 
It has been of great benefit to me 
in establishing a business admin- 
istration. I have stood strongly 
against all efforts to break down 
the efficacy of the civil service. 







































proval. At the 1923 session the 
bill was again passed by the leg- 
islature and signed by me. It has 
not only increased the state rev- 
enue but it has added many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
the treasuries of the various coun- 
ties and cities. 
Department of Agricuiture 

All of the state departments are 
important, but none is more im- 
portant than the Department of 
Agriculture. It comes in contact 
with ‘the material producers of 
the state without whose products 
there could be no life or civiliza- 
tion. This department, with its 
manifold duties, requires a man 
of superior ability and energy, and 
fortunately the department has 
such a man. He has been held 
over from the previous adminis- 
tration on account of his worth 
and freedom from political domin- 
ation. He has made a record of 
which the state and the depart- 
ment may be proud. That his de- 
‘partment has been able to run 
more efficiently and economically 
than under previous administra- 
tions is due to the fact that he 
has been absolutely free from po- 
litical domination. Every man in 
his department is serving upon 
his merit. 

Motor Vehicle Department 

During the past year the Motor 
Vehicle Department registered 1,- 
$21,368 vehicles. As a result of 
economical administration it has 
been enabled-to turn over to the 
California Highway Commission 
and the counties for road pur 
poses a surplus over and above 
operating expenses of approxi- 
mately six hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Through the establishment 
of duplicate indexes in Los An- 


Industrial Accident Commission 

The new commissioners appoint- 
ed by me have greatly increased 
the efficiency of this department 
and at the same time have saved 
the taxpayers a large sum of 
money. Every effort has been 
made to serve those who are in- 
jured in the trades and the pay- 
ment of benefits has been greatly 
accelerated. The new commis- 
sioners are young, active and en- 
ergetic men who are giving close 
attention to their work and serv- 
ing the public to the best of their 
ability. The operating expenses 
of this department have been re- 
duced from $805,000 for the prev- 
fous biennium to an estimate of 
about $500,000 for the present bi- 
ennium. For the jpast fiscal year 
the commission has decided 2898 
cases. Of these only 2.2 per cent 
were appealed to the supreme and 
appellate courts for review, and 
only .3 of 1 per cent were decided 
against the commission. This es- 
tablishes a remarkable record in 
compensation administration. 


Corporation Department 

This department has been doing 
a valuable work in protecting the 
people, as far as the statute per- 
mits, against bogus stock schemes. 
While handicapped in some cases 
by the failure of district attor+ 
neys and other county officials 
to prosecute law violators, still

the good accomplished warrants 
the cost. of the department. and 
indicates the necessity for an in- 
srease in the power of the com- 
missioner. The present commis- 
sioner has been held over from 
the previous administration and 
has proved his worth. While the 
cost of operating the department 
has decreased 6 per cent, the 
number of orders issued has in- 
creased 40 per cent, and the numr 
ber of agents’ licenses issued has 
increased 220 per cent. This is 
a particularly trying department 
to conduct, as corrupt promoters 
have used every endeavor to cir- 
cumvent the commissioner. These 
men have repeatedly threatened to 
injure the commissioner, have 
sued him for libel, have sought to 
have him indicted, and have har- 


assed him in every way. I | 
stood behind the commissioner 
and sustained his policy of run- 


ning down rascals. 


State Institutions 
The state institutions are in 
control of a director who has 
been particularly efficient. Un- 
der his department are the state 
hospitals at Patton, Norwalk, 
Napa, Stockton, Agnew and Men- 
docino, the state home at El- 
dridge, and the schools at Whit- 
tier, Ventura and Ione. While 
the economy budget reduced the 
allowance for these institutions, 
still savings were made without 
decreasing the service to the in- 
mates or injuring the administra- 
tion. In fact, business principles, 
have made a marked improve- 
ment in their administration. The 
gross annual cost per person in 
these institutions under the form- 
er administration. was $306.81. 
This amount has been reduced to 
$284.42 per annum, meaning a to- 
tal saving of nearly $300,000 an- 
nually, while the quality of the 
food and clothing has been im- 
proved. Here economy and ef- 
ficiency have gone’ hand in hand 
with inereased comfort for pa- 
tients. 
Progressive Legislation 
The charitable, humane and 
progressive laws of the state have 
been carefully guarded and pro- 
tected by the various departments 
having to do with their adminis- 
tration. The budget allowances 
have been found ample for the 
full operation of the departments, 
but, should occasion warrant, as- 
sistance will be given from the 
emergency fund. California has 
become noted for its welfare leg- | 
islation in the interests of the 

















whole people. Such laws will be Seca Ge 


preserved and protected and any 
attack upon them will be resisted 
by me. During my career as a 
public official I have stood con- 
sistently for these laws and their 
sympathetic administration. 

I want to assure you of 
loyal support and desire to CO- 
operate with you in every way 
for the best interests of the state, 
for the continuance of the pres- 
ent business policies of the state 
government, and for the main- 
tenance in every department of 
the state of the principles of 
economy.
